$5,000 HERD 


Beginning with a 4-H fat steer pro- 
ject in 1943, 17-year-old Billy Ewing 
of near Brooksville is now a major 
owner of a Hereford breeding herd 
valued at $5,000 and has a half inter- 
est in a profitable flock of sheep.

After mgn are paroled, they report 
once oach month to their county wel- 
fare agent. If parolees get into trouble 
after they are released on parole, the 
county welfare agent informs the Par- 
ole Board of this fact, and the Parole 
Board has the authority either to allow 
the man to remain on parole, or to 
return bim to the State Penitentiary. 

In 1948, Mississippi became a mem- 
ber of the Inter-State Compact for the 
Supervision of Parolees and Proba- 
tioners. Under this compact, residents 
of Mississippi convicted of crimes in 
other states may return to Mississippi 
to live and work, and to be supervised 
just as if they were on parole from the 
Mississippi State Penitentiary. The pa- 
role boards of other states ask county 
welfare agents for reports of investi- 
gation before they let men come back 
to Mississippi, but Mississippi author- 
ities by agreement have to give super- 
vision to the parolees of other states, 
even though the citizens interviewed 
during the investigation feel that the 
man should not return to Mississippi. 
While out-of-state parolees remain in 
Mississippi, they must obey the laws 
of the State, the Mississippi parole 
regulations, and the regulations of their 
own state. County Welfare agents make 
regular reports on out-of-state parolees,

The new agreement protects the in- 
terests of telephone customers and tele- 
phone employees. It places telephone 
wages in satisfactory relationship with 
wage levels prevailing in the South 
for jobs comparable to telephone jobs. 
A wage survey which the company re- 
cently completed showed that there 
has been a general upward movement 
in pay scales in industry since the last 
Southern Bell wage increase. 

The wage increases for Southern Bell 
employees were, therefore, justified by 
the facts and are in the interest of the 
public so that highly effective forces 
of skilled telephone people s can be 
maintained to render the service the 
public expects and demands.
